The land, which bor¬ 
ders Poplars Park, is cur¬ 
rently owned by the Vale 
Council.

The group would 
develop this hand in 
hand with plans to 
develop community 
growing and allotments 
at the river walk end of 
Poplars Park. 

When the proposal 
was discussed at 
Cowbridge Town 
Council, Coun Sue Cox 
said it should not have 
come to the full council 
first and should have 
gone to the leisure and 
amenities committee. 

She said that the matter 
should be deferred to the 
next committee meeting. 

Coun Marian Arnold, 
who chairs that commit¬ 
tee, seconded her pro¬ 
posal and said there had 


been concerns about this 
woodland for some time. 

Members of 
Transition Cowbridge 
were present and it was 
agreed to allow one of 
them to speak. 

Rob McGee, Dinky 
Kennedy’s son, stated 
that the group had been 
going for seven months 
and networked with oth¬ 
ers around the UK and 
world wide. 

“One of our projects 
is to bring some life to 
woodland areas from a 
sustainability point of 
view,” he said. “ We 
want to improve the 
environment. We want to 
hold up a mirror to 
Cowbridge so that peo¬ 
ple can see what impact 
they are having on the 
environment and change 
things so that we have a 
better impact. 

“This is a wide issue 
being tackled from gov¬ 
ernment levels down and 
we want to do 
our bit.” 

He said that 
before Transition 
Cowbridge 
could carry out 
its scheme, the 
town council 
would have to 
agree to take 


over the management of 
this woodland from the 
Vale. The group would 
then work with the coun¬ 
cil to manage the land. 

“We would introduce 
some original fauna and 
wildlife and encourage 
children to grow things. 
We want the woods to 
enrich the lives of young 
people, rather then be 
seen as a dumping 
ground for litter. We 
would grow fruit and 
nuts, which local people 
could pick as a free 
food. 

“At the moment, 
young people are using 
it for drinking. We want 
to clean it up and work 
with the town council 
for the betterment of 
Cowbridge.” 

The matter was 
deferred to the commit¬ 
tee and there will then 
be a report back to the 
next full council. 


Town police target 
anti-social campers 
at Llanblethian 
after GEM’s report 


ANTI-SOCIAL behav¬ 
iour by young people 
camping at St Quentin’s 
Castle in Llanblethian is 
being tackled by police. 

This assurance was given by 
Insp Mark Taylor to members 
of Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian Town Council. 

He said he had seen reports 
in The GEM about the prob¬ 
lem and had then done some 
digging. 

The force record system 
showed only two reported inci¬ 
dents of problems at the castle 
- one in May and one in 
September. 

He had checked a different 
system and found a third 
report: “I have spoken to 
peso Hilary O’Callaghan 
about this problem, and she 
has been in touch with CADW. 

“They will be giving a talk 
to the pupils at Cowbridge

He urged residents to ring 
police if anything is going on 
at the castle. He said it was 
important that incidents were 
recorded, so that it would be 
picked up by officers later. 

“I know that people do not

Where have all 
the town traffic 
wardens gone? 


THE thorny question 
of illegal parking 
throughout 
Cowbridge has again 
been raised by town 
councillors. 

Coun David Morris said 
that he had seen many 
instances during the past 10 
days of people parking on 
bus stops. 

“They think they are safe 
if they have their disabled 
sticker, and they go off 
shopping,” he said. 

“Well, in fact, they are 
safe, because I have also 
noticed a lack of police 
presence or PCSOs. There 
is never anybody around to 
do anything. 

“I am asking if we can 
have, from time to time, 
someone to go around to 
book people - which would 
help to reduce illegal park¬ 
ing. 

“Yesterday, there was a 
car parked either side of the 
bus stop and the bus could 
not pull in.” 

Coun Jon Harris com¬ 
mented that he could not 
remember the last time he 
saw a traffic warden in the 
town: “Are they still in 
existence?” he asked. 

Insp Mark Taylor con¬ 
firmed that traffic wardens 
are, in fact, still with us and 
he said that illegal parking 


in the town was a priority 
for police, but he said that 
they did not have the 
resources to tackle the prob¬ 
lem every day. 

“We need a purge now 
and again, with several offi¬ 
cers on one day, and have a 
big hit. When there are no 
police around, people will 
park where they like. 

“We cannot be there all 
the time, but if I have offi¬ 
cers free, I will make them 
visible in the town centre, 
especially in the run-up to 
Christmas. We need to sort 
out these parking issues.” 

Coun Tony Williams said 
that this was one of his 
hobby horses: “You see 
people park at a bus stop 
and then buy something to 
eat which they consume in 
their vehicle.” 

Insp Taylor promised to 
try and draft in some offi¬ 
cers from Llantwit Major 
for a day to have a big hit. 

“This is nothing to do 
with costs. I understand that 
parking is one of the main 
issues in Cowbridge. 

“It’s a balance, because 
we want to keep trade going 
for the shops. 

“When I have the 
resources available, it is an 
avenue I will follow. It is 
nothing to do with cost.”

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Museum to store a rare 

document that connects 

family to famous author 

Unique tribute 
links Cowbridge 
with ‘Dr Finlay’ 


A REMARKABLE 
document that links 
Cowbridge with the 
creator of Dr 
Finlay’s Casebook 
has been presented 
to a Welsh heritage 
museum. 

The Cowbridge con¬ 
nection revolves around 
the Hinde family. The 
late Dr Graham Hinde 
was for 30 years the 
head of radiology at 
Llandough Hospital, 
specialising in the seri¬ 
ous lung disorders that 
were the legacy of the 
mining industry in 
wales. 

It is likely that Dr 
Hinde was drawn to that 
area of medical practice 
because his father was 
Dr W Cathcarte Hinde, a 
GP in the valley com¬ 
munity of Tynewydd. 

When he took up his 
duties, around the turn 
of the century, it was a 
small village. 

However, as the min¬ 
ing industry grew, so did 
his practice and work¬ 
load. He tended to his 
many patients by travel¬ 
ling in a pony and trap 
and, as the practice 
grew, he took on trainee 
doctors. 



One of these was AJ 
Cronin, who went on to 
write The Citadel, which 
was set in the Rhondda, 
and also Dr Finlay’s 
Casebook. 

The document in 
question was given to 
Dr W Cathcarte Hinde 
in 1907 by the people of 
Tynewydd, on the occa¬ 
sion of his wedding. 

It is a beautifully 
illustrated and inscribed 
tribute to a much-loved 
GP. 

His son. Dr Graham 
Hinde, served as a ship’s 
doctor in the Royal 
Navy in World War 
Two, mainly on escort 
ships guarding convoys 
that were heading for 
the northern ports of 
Russia. 

After the war, he spe¬ 
cialised in radiology, 
and came to live in 
Cowbridge when he 


took up his post in 
Llandough. He is sur¬ 
vived by his daughter 
Jane, who lives in 
America. 

The document has 
been looked after by Mr 
Neil Treharne of 
Cowbridge, but he has 
now decided that it 
should be in a suitable 
museum, and chose the 
Rhondda Heritage 
Museum. 

Mr Treharne was for 
many years a friend and 
mentor to the Hinde 
family. For three 
decades, he ran a dry 
cleaning business in 
Cowbridge. 

After his recent visit 
to the Rhondda Heritage 
Museum, Mr Treharne 
said: 

“I am delighted to 
deliver this important 
relic of south Wales his¬ 
tory into the safe keep¬ 
ing of the museum, in 
tribute to the dedicated 
care of two generations 
of the Hinde family who 
did so much for the 
health and welfare of 
people from the 
Rhondda and south 
Wales. 

“They were caring 
people of significant tal¬ 
ent.” 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


‘Slight rise 
in crime’ at 
Cowbridge 


THERE was a 
slight increase in 
recorded crime in 
Cowbridge in 
August - but Insp 
Mark Taylor told 
the town council 
that some of that 
crime was commit¬ 
ted in Ystradowen, 
which police link 
with Cowbridge in 
their data collec¬ 
tion. 

The figures show that 
there were three 
dwelling burglaries, 
compared to none in 
July, and two of these 
were in Ystradowen. 

They are under inves¬ 
tigation and a person has 


been charged in connec¬ 
tion with one in 
Cowbridge. 

He said that the other 
high figure was criminal 
damage to cars, of which 
there were six cases. 

Insp Taylor said all 
the cases took place on a 
Sunday night in 
Broadway and Hillside. 
A person has been 
arrested and charged 
with all offences. 

He added: “We 
always take burglaries 
and autocrime seriously, 
and take as many steps 
as possible to arrest the 
culprits.” 

In all, there were 26 
crimes in Cowbridge 
during August - up from 
the 20 in July. 


Two co-opted to

THE two vacant 
seats on Cowbridge 
Town Council have 
been filled by co¬ 
option. 

The council’s co¬ 
option committee inter¬ 
viewed four applicants - 
Mr J Wilks, Mr D Dagg, 
Mrs E Dobbs and Dr B 
Gibbon.

CONFUSING SIGNALS AT 
THE LLANMAES AND 
BOVERTON TURN-OFFS 


WRITE with 
reference to the 
tragic deaths 
that have occurred 
on the B4265 in 
recent months. 

In my capacity as a 
specialist motorcycle 
accident lawyer, I inves¬ 
tigate dozens of serious, 
catastrophic and fatal 
accidents each year. 

The causes of each 
individual accident are, 
of course, for the expert 
police collision investi¬ 
gators to determine, but 
may I offer my thoughts 
generally in relation to 
the road in question and 
use of it? 

Firstly, I completely 
agree with other local 
residents that both the 
junctions for the 
Llanmaes and the 
Boverton turn-offs have 
very confusing and dis¬ 
tracting traffic signals, 
the former worse than 
the latter. 

The lack of clarity at 
these junctions has led 
me, on many occasions. 


to witness confused 
motorists failing to obey 
traffic signals, and I do 
not blame them. 

A common cause of 
accidents is hesitation 
and these junctions pro¬ 
mote such behaviour. 

The council’s high¬ 
ways department needs 
to urgently address this 
issue without delay and 
without consideration of 
cost. 

Whatever the cost, it 
will be worth it to pre¬ 
vent another serious 
injury or fatality. 

Further, I can foresee 
a situation whereby the 
council’s insurer may be 
held to account for 
future accidents, if it is 
shown that the confusing 
traffic signals materially 
contributed to such an 
accident. The council 
must act now. 

A further problem 
with the road in question 
is to do with the speed at 
which often young and 
inexperienced motorists 
are sometimes seen to be 
travelling and overtak¬ 


ing. There are sections 
of this road with poor 
sight lines and this 
makes overtaking a dan¬ 
gerous prospect. 

If ever there was a 
place that needed speed 
enforcement measures, it 
is this road, not for rev¬ 
enue raising, as is often 
the case, but to save 
lives. 

The council and 
police must address 
these issues immediately 
and I would be happy to 


discuss my concerns 
with them in more detail 
should they so wish. 

Finally, can I please 
ask road users to watch 
out for motorcyclists, 
remembering to use mir¬ 
rors and over shoulder 
checks before undertak¬ 
ing manoeuvres. 

Basically, Think Bike, 
as the government’s 
campaign advises.

RUBBER STAMPED BY VALE COUNCIL 


PHILIP IRWIN REPORTS ON A LANDMARK VALE PLANNING ‘DEBATE’ 


I N the end, the Defence Technical 
College (DTC) at MoD St Athan was 
not so much debated, as rubber 
stamped at last week’s meeting of the Vale 
Council planning committee. 

Given the fact that it was, by general agreement, 
the biggest and most complex application to ever 
appear before the council, the average observer would 
have been surprised at how few councillors had any¬ 
thing to say about it. 

Not that the members of the press were complain¬ 
ing, you understand. With a DTC apphcation running 
to 240-odd pages, and an Aerospace Business Park 
(ABP) application mnning to 160, a line-by-line 
debate could have lasted two days. 

Nevertheless, I have heard planning committees get 
more excited by a debate over a loft extension. 

So who did speak? First was Coun Gwyn John 
from Llantwit Major, who said that he was speaking 
on behalf of Llantwit Major Town Council and other 
community councils in the area. 

He began by saying that all the local residents he 
had spoken to were totally in favour of the DTC plans 
“inside the wire”. 

The problems, he explained, concerned the plans 
that will take the DTC outside the existing boundaries 
of MoD St Athan. 

He outlined these problems to the planning com¬ 
mittee, and many will be familiar to GEM readers, as 
they have been highhghted in this newspaper in recent 
weeks. 

Coun John said that the Northern Access Road 
(NAR) has attracted considerable opposition, as it wiU 
take road traffic close to areas that, at the moment, are 
quiet and peaceful. 

He was particularly upset on behalf of M ill ands 
Park residents, saying that many were elderly and had 
retired there for a quiet life. Residents in Llanmaes 
and Monmouth Way would also be affected. 

He insisted that the NAR was in contravention of 
the Vale Council’s own UDP, and said that noise from 
the new road would be “unbearable”. 

He argued that the NAR was not essential for the 
DTC and ABP, and urged the council to drop this 
aspect of the plan. 

He was also concerned that the firing range would 
be too close to existing homes, and that a Field 


Training Area (ETA) where soldiers would train to 
cope with ambushes, was also far too close. 

His other main objection was to the number of 
Service Family Accommodation (SEA) units that are 
to be built ‘outside the wire’. He told the committee: 
“This has come about because the original plan was to 
put these homes on the golf course at RAF St Athan. 

“I am glad that the golf club has been saved, but 
there was no need to respond by putting houses out¬ 
side the wire.” 

Coun John was not a member of the committee, 
but he found support from a councillor who is, the 
leader of Plaid Cymm on the Vale Council, Coun Nic 
Hodges. 

Now, no one could accuse Coun Hodges of being a 
flag-waver for the DTC. 

Some months ago, he claimed that the DTC would 
lead to Llantwit Major being overrun with “drunken 
squaddies”. 

He pointed to the same objections as Coun John, 
the NAR, the SEA and the firing ranges. 

He said: “There was a high level of support for this 
project, which swayed the bid in its favour, but local 
support since then has been haemorrhaging.” 

He had his own solution for the problem of the fir¬ 
ing ranges, pointing out that Wales already had similar 
facilities in Sennybridge and in west Wales. 

He said: “Let us just put them all in a bus and 
drive them out to an existing range.” 

His Plaid colleague Val Hartrey also expressed 
reservations, saying that the ‘Valleywood’ scheme had 
dwindled away to just housing, with the promised 
film studios now lying empty. 

However, when it came to the vote on the DTC, 
Coun Hodges found that his Plaid colleagues were not 
following their leader - and he was the only one to 
vote against. 

When it came to the Aerospace Business Park vote, 
that was passed unanimously. 

Coun Eric Hacker and Coun .John Clifford, both 
from Llantwit Major, also expressed concern about 
the effect on their constituents, but there were no 
other contributions. 

So what swayed the rest of the planning commit¬ 
tee? 


It could only be the contribution of Rob Thomas, 
the Vale Council’s head of planning and transporta¬ 
tion. 

Mr Thomas went through the two reports, high- 
hghting the areas where there was disagreement, and 
said that, as a result, the council had put more than 
60 conditions on the development - all designed to 


protect local residents. 

There was much talk of decibel readings, and pro¬ 
tective bunds, and sound reduction measures, and 
action to prevent light pollution. 

In answer to Coun Hartrey’s reservations, he 
insisted that the Northern Access Road cannot be 
built until there is formal approval for the entire proj¬ 
ect. 

This, he said, would mean that it was impossible 
for a ‘housing only’ development to take place. 


Golf range is to close as 
crematorium gets go-ahead 



THE owner of South Wales 
Golf Range based on the Port 
Road Barry has expressed his 
sadness that it will close at the 
end of October after plans for a 
crematorium were given the 
green light. 

Mr Simon Cox, aged 57, built 
the driving range from scratch in 
1985, and it was opened by rugby 
legend Gareth Edwards, who was 
being coached by Mr Cox at the 
time. 

Mr Cox said: “We are closing at 
the end of the month because the 
lease is not being renewed and the 
crematorium is going ahead. 

“I think the landowners believe 
it will be more financially advanta¬ 
geous.” 


Over the last 24 years thousands 
of would-be golfers have visited 
the range from all over south 
Wales. 

Mr Cox explained: “It has been 
the oldest golf range and small 
course in Wales. 

“When I took it over it was over¬ 
grown, but with a lot of love and 
hard work we turned it into some¬ 
thing picturesque.” 

Mr Cox is concerned that it is a 
case of another facility being lost at 
a time when the Welsh Assembly 
Government is encouraging people 
to be more active. 

He explained: “The spectrum of 
people who come is vast, from 
youngsters age three to a man who 
was here last week and aged 95! 

“For local golf clubs it will be a 


blow too, because thousands of 
people started the game here and 
went on to join clubs. 

“We made everything as afford¬ 
able as possible - operating on a 
‘pay as you go’ basis - we didn’t 
have on-going membership fees. 

“I’m concerned about where 
people will now be able to go to get 
a start in the game.” 

Mr Cox pointed out that Rhys 
Davies, the only Welshman in the 
British Open this year, started to 
learn the game at the range at the 
age of eight. 

The GEM understand that the 
crematorium, which will be the first 
in the Vale, will have an access 
point halfway between Pencoedtre 
Lane and the roundabout at the top 
of the Docks Link Road. 
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LLANTWIT MAJOR 
‘SKATEFEST’ HAILED 
A HUGE SUCCESS 



MORE than 150 skaters and BMX rid¬ 
ers enjoyed a “fantastic day” at 
Llantwit’s first ‘Skatefest’ on the newly- 
refurbished ramps at Frampton recently. 

Vale youth services and the Pulse team provided 
a barbecue and Tribe skateboarding services 
brought along mobile skate equipment for the 
skaters to evaluate, and two professional skaters to 
demonstrate their skills. 

An event spokesman said: “As soon as the 
mobile ramps were unveiled, the skaters were soon 
performing gravity-defying leaps and jumps, with 
skills to match the professionals. 

“Skaters came from Penarth, Rhoose, Dinas 
Powys and Bridgend - as the word spread to be 
part of Llantwit’s Skatefest.” 

He continued: “The joint collaboration between 
the Vale Council’s parks department participation 
officer, the Vale youth services, Llantwit’s Pulse 
Team, Creative Rural Communities and Major 
Skate, was a superb way to highlight the positive 
nature of young people’s participation in their 
communities.” 

Andy Borsden of the youth service said: “With 
so many people in one spot, there was no trouble 
and it was a joy for my team to be part of it; the

‘Keep your dogs under 
control’ - plea by farmer 
after his steer is attacked 


A LLANTWIT 
MAJOR farmer is 
calling for dog 
owners to keep 
their pets under 
control - after one 
of his cattle had 
part of its tongue 
bitten off! 

Gareth Lucas, who 
has a beef herd which 
grazes near the coastal 
path, made the shock 
discovery last Thursday 
(September 24). 

The steer had lost a 
section of its tongue, at 
least two inches in 
length, and Mr Lucas 
told The GEM: 

“I can think of no 
alternative explanation, 
and neither could the 
vet who came to exam¬ 
ine the steer.” 

He said: “I have no 
problem with people 
walking in the area and

do so. 

“However, if they 


cannot control then- 
dog, it must be kept on 
a lead. A number of 
walkers have told me 
about dog owners who 
frequently let their ani¬ 
mals chase my cattle. 

“I hope that someone 
will come forward and 
identify them.” 

He told The GEM 
that at first, he was 
worried that the injury 
would stop the steer 
eating, and that it might 
have to be put down. 

However, it is able 
to get some nourish¬ 
ment by chewing on 
long grass, using its 
lips, but it still cannot 
cope with short grass or 
any special cattle feed. 

Mr Lucas said: “I 
know that it is only a 
tiny minority who act 
in this way, but this 
incident has caused the 
steer an enormous 
amount of distress.”

“We were secretarial students at the College 40 years ago. In fact, we were taught short hand in the same room that 
has since become an office and we now both spend our working days in! 

Apart from the lack of cars, less buildings and a lot 
less people, the learning environment was also very different. There were no computers back then, we were taught to 
touch type on old Imperial 66 typewriters in quite an interesting way - a record player was set up at the front of the 
room and William Tell Overture was played loudly. We then touch typed to the rhythm, hearing the united ‘ping’ of the 
platen -the roller in a type writer - around the class at the end of each line! It really is quite amusing looking back at 
that teaching method - but it certainly worked!”

“We took the opportu¬ 
nity to install central 
heating, and a legacy 
from the family of the 
late Heather Bailey 
enabled us to refurbish 
the kitchen completely. 

“There are still a few 
bits outstanding but we 
are up and running and 
it is now a really pleas¬ 
ant space.” 

She continued: “We 
then were lucky enough 
to secure kick start fund¬

Landmark scheme 
will preserve 
Cowbridge’s 
historic town walls

C owbridge’s 
historic town 
walls, first 
built in the 12th 
century, are to be 
repaired and 
restored under a 
creative scheme 
devised by the 
town’s Charter 
Trust which is like¬ 
ly to get under way 
within weeks. 

Under the project, 
funded by the Vale 
Council, the walls will 
be re-pointed, repaired 
and in some circum¬ 
stances reconstructed to 
make them safe and 
weather-proof. 

Charter Trust chair¬ 
man, Luke Millar said: 
“This is easily the most 
important scheme that 
the Trust has taken on 
since it was formed eight 
years ago. The walls 
were in imminent danger 
of collapse, as they 
already have in one 
small portion. 

“Indeed, they might 
have been lost entirely 
had we not had the 
invaluable support of our 
consultant civil engineer, 
Peter Jones, together 
with that of the Vale 
Council and our own 
walls sub-group, who 
have worked over three 
years to prepare the 
structures for this impor¬ 
tant launch decision.” 

Mr Jones, who out¬ 
lined the proposed 
scheme to Trust mem¬ 
bers at Cowbridge Town 
Hall last Thursday said 
that the project was like¬ 
ly to take five-seven 
months to complete, 
dependent on the weath¬ 
er. 

He said that bids for 
the contract had been 
received from four expe¬ 


rienced local contractors, 
all of them professionals 
in the construction of 
stonework and the use of 
lime mortar. 

Mr Jones observed: “It 
is comforting to know 
that such skilled people 
are available to complete 
work like this. All four 
have been most thorough 
in their proposals and we 
expect to award the con¬ 
tract very shortly. 

“I see it as a triumph 
for Cowbridge, acknowl¬ 
edging the vital part that 
the town has played in 
the history and develop¬ 
ment of south Wales. 
Everyone who takes 
pride in the town should 
have reason to celebrate 
this scheme.” 

Cowbridge town walls 
were first built in the 
second half of the 12th 
century by Richard de 
Clare, and stood the test 
of time as a secure bas¬ 
tion until the 1700s when 
they were largely dis¬ 
mantled to provide 
stonework for the con¬ 
struction of nearby prop¬ 
erties, including Old 
Hall. 

“As we’ve seen from 
the foundations, the orig¬ 
inal walls were substan¬ 
tial and formed from 
blocks of dressed stone, 
probably quarried local¬ 
ly,” Mr Millar explained. 

“They were then 
replaced by the largely 
rubble wall we have 
today. 

“Despite its perhaps 
lesser pedigree, the walls 
stand as testament to 
times past, giving 
Cowbridge a status as 
one of the few remaining 
walled towns in Wales. It 
is right and proper that 
these structures should 
be preserved and main¬ 
tained. That is what we 
are about to do,” he 
added. 


Town hall packed 
out for screening 


TRANSITION 
Cowbridge, in col¬ 
laboration with the 
Big Screen, brought 
a screening of The 
Age of Stupid to 
Cowbridge last 
week. 

The capacity audi¬ 
ence, which included the 
Mayor and Mayoress 
and invited guests from 
the local community, 
joined a global premiere. 
Cinemas were sold out 
across the world and the 
film has made a huge 
impact. 

Rob McGhee, of the 
Transition group, gave a 
short presentation before 
the film to introduce the 
principles of Transition, 
which is rooted in the 
need for a sustainable 
future in the face of 
Climate Change and 
Peak Oil. 

He said: “Transition is 
a means of bringing peo¬ 
ple together to develop a 


sustainable way of life 
for themselves, the com¬ 
munity and the planet.” 

At the end of the film, 
Atlantic College student, 
Charlie Young (17), told 
of his experience during 
the production of the 
film, which was five 
years in the making. 

He made an impas¬ 
sioned plea for its mes¬ 
sage to be heard and 
acted upon at all levels 
of society. Government, 
community and by each 
individual. 

Charlie said: “Our 
generation is at a unique 
point in history. We 
have the chance to take 
action now and to save 
ourselves; we will be 
heralded by future gen¬ 
erations who will look 
back at this time.”

S CIENCE fic¬ 
tion and 
drama have 
always gone hand 
in hand on the cine¬ 
ma screen.

The latest film to 
labour this point is 
Surrogates, set in an 
alternative present-day 
where humans live their 
day-to-day lives through 
their very own robotic 
‘surrogate’. 

When instances of 
humans being murdered 
at the same time as their 
surrogates crop up, FBI 
agent Tom Greer (Bruce 
Willis) and his partner 
(Radha Mitchell) are 
assigned to investigate 
them; however, when 
Greer is forced to leave 
his home and investigate 
a world he is no longer 
part of, he finds these 
murders are just the tip 
of the iceberg... 

Like most of the 
product that comes off 
Hollywood’s assembly 
line these days. 
Surrogates is based on a 
comic book series; and 
it is highly likely that 
said comic book series 
is probably a thousand 
more times intelligent 
and entertaining than its 
filmic counterpart. 

Surrogates is a 
painfully dull film that, 
while making noises 
about being a block¬ 
buster with brains, is 


nothing of the sort - 
instead it is the kind of 
film that likes to think it 
says something about 
society, but only man¬ 
ages to repeat what 
other films have said 
without adding anything 
fresh to the mix. 

Anyone who has seen 
The Matrix, I, Robot or 
Minority Report will 
have an idea of what is 
going to unfold over its 
stupidly short running 
time of 88 minutes 
(nowhere near enough 
time to successfully con¬ 
vey and justify the num¬ 
ber of plot strands and 
twists). 

While the credit 
sequence cleverly sets 
up the story, bringing 
those cold to the comic 
books up to speed, it is 
what happens after the 
credits that lacks any 
real bite or drama. 

Placing Jonathan 
Mo stow in the director’s 
chair isn’t something 
that was ever going to 
assist the film in any 
way. The director is a 
capable action director, 
but nothing more, and 
he fails to give the film 
anything close to a visu¬ 
al identity. 

For a film that 
attempts to meld bang 
and brains, there is a 
paucity of the former on 
show, Mostow’s only 
action sequences of note 
feeling lackadaisical and 
devoid of any real inspi¬ 
ration. 

He isn’t helped by a 
screenplay from Michael 
Ferris and John D 
Brancato which appears 
to use the little known, 
but seemingly often 
used (and, I should add, 
non-existent), 
‘Screenplay writing for 
dummies’ book.

A little 
^tweaking’ 
will go a 
long way 

STEVE is usually one of the first to 
arrive to set up the projection system 
ready for the talk and generally be use¬ 
ful. 

At the last meeting of the Penarth Computer 
Club, he was scheduled to give the talk on how to 
be in control of your computer. With minutes to go 
before the start, he arrived in haste having been 
delayed. Everything was ready. 

He connected his laptop to the projector - and it 
wouldn’t talk to the projector. 

Why are inanimate objects so often like that? It 
is as if they know exactly when being awkward 
would have the most effect. 

In a few minutes, Steve had wrestled his laptop 
into submission, thus proving that he, at least, was 
in control of his computer. He then proceeded to 
show everybody how to be in control of theirs. 

He showed how to customise the view of the 
desktop (the view you enjoy when starting a work¬ 
ing session). 

The first button to click on is the start button. 
Even at this first stage there are options for what 
appears next. If you do not like the menu that pops 
up on start, you can revert to an earlier classic view 
that might be more familiar and perhaps more to 
your taste. Go: start > control panel; double click 
on Taskbar and Start Menu Properties. 

Click on the Start Menu tab and you can have the 
choice between the normal start menu and the clas¬ 
sic one. 

Whichever one you prefer, if you click on the 
Customize button you will find options available. 

There are too many options to explain in detail, 
but you can experiment with them when you are in 
the mood. The other tab on the dialogue box con¬ 
cerns the Taskbar at the bottom of the screen. There 
are interesting options for that, too! 

When you right-click in any space on the desk¬ 
top a dialogue box appears. The Themes tab will 
help you select from a variety of colour schemes 
for your windows. 

The Desktop tab will let you choose the back¬ 
ground picture (or a plain colour). The Screensaver 
tab has more than a dozen options - including a 
slide show of your own pictures if you wish. 

The Appearance tab allows tweaking of all sorts 
of properties within the Windows Classic view. 

The last tab. Settings, allows changes to be made 
to the resolution. The range of options will depend 
on the capability of your monitor. 

You can adjust the settings to give the most sat¬ 
isfactory results. A lower resolution will result in 
displayed items being bigger, but consequently 
with room to show fewer items. Conversely a high 
resolution can show more items at a smaller scale. 

Customisation doesn’t stop there. Far more 
options exist. Start > Help > Customising your 
computer will open up a world of possibilities. 

The keyboard and mouse offer a wealth of 
tweaks to suit your preference. 

The mouse is a much-used tool to communicate 
with the computer and you can control the speed 
that it travels and what it looks like at start > con¬ 
trol panel; double-click on Mouse. 

You can switch the buttons left-to-right. You can 
select from 20 mouse schemes to find one that suits 
under the Pointers tab - even so far as to select 
individual icons to create your own scheme that 
you can save. 

If you wish, you can arrange to have the pointer 
move automatically to a default button in a dia¬ 
logue box to save yourself the trouble of moving it. 
This is useful for people who find difficulty in con¬ 
trolling mouse movements. 

Who needs computer games when there is so 
much fun to be had playing with customisation? 
There’s something for everyone and you are 
encouraged to play. 

You can, perhaps, turn your computing experi¬ 
ence from a chore to a pleasure. Happy tweaking.

“We have recovered a 
dozen bicycles from 
hedgerows and bushes in 
the Penarth area, particu¬ 
larly in the Marina area. 
Some of these may have 
been stolen from the 
Cardiff area. 

“If you have had a 
pushbike stolen please 
contact Penarth police 
station as we may have 


recovered it.” 

Penarth community 
peso Gareth Hillier 
explained: “The rise in 
the number of pedal 
cycle thefts has come at a 
time when the weather 
has improved and more 
people are out riding. 

“We would appeal to 
the public to keep their 
bike safe by using a lock 
which is up to the 
required standard, even if 
they are only leaving a 
bike unattended for a 
short while.
